DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The summer term of this district, was under the tuition of 
Miss Lydia A. Batchelder, a teacher of considerable experi- 
ence,§ whose endeavors to advance her pupils in the various 
branches taught were deserving of success. This school con- 
tinued twenty-two weeks.
